New York, July 6.—More than 
a billion and a half dollars was 
spent in the United States for 
road building and maintenance 
during the fiscal year ended in 
June, 1925, according to a study 
just completed by the National 
Conference Board. Whereas less 
than twenty years ago expendi- 
tures for road building were still 
a neglivible item in governmental 
finance, our present annual road 
bill amounts to more than one- 
sixth of the entire public bud- 
get, and is exceeded only by our 
gevernmental expenditures for 
education and protection.

Magnet Collects 
Nails From Road 


Olympia, Wash., July 6.—New 
equipment for removing nails from 
highways has been perfected by the 
engineering department of Wash- 
ington State College. 

The equipment consists of a set of 
specially designed electro-magnets, 
operated by a special Ford engine- 
driven generator, which is believed 
to be the first in this country to be 
built especially for this purpose 
Each magnet is strong enough to 
pick up a loose nail at a distance of 
six inches or more. 

In operation, the magnet is car- 
ried within about two inches of the 
ground, so that it may pick up nails 
covered by loose gravel or partly im- 
bedded in the road surface. The de- 
vice has two four-foot magnets, 
sweeping a strip of road eight feet 
wide, and may be operated with one, 
two or three magnets. depending on 
road conditions
